Weigh Impact of New County Office 
Building Before Proceeding Further 

The Madison county governmental building 
study prepared by the Southwestern Illinois Metro¬ 
politan Area Planning Commission comes at a 
time when the county already has acted to carry 
out two of the recommendations—construction of 
a juvenile detention home and acquisition of addi¬ 
tional administrative office space. 

Nevertheless, the report should prove helpful. 
Looking ahead as much as 20 years, it pinpoints 
existing and potential expansion needs in depart¬ 
mental services, tuberculosis (realment, nursing 
home care, jail facilities, highway equipment stor¬ 
age. historical exhibits, rabies control and parking. 

Now that it is planned to move such offices 
as those of the highway and school superintend¬ 
ents to the newly-purchased former Edwardsville 
post office, extra .space for the growing circuit 
clerk office is assured. 

It would be best at this point to wait and see 
how much relief the new building provides, rather 
than implementing a recommendation to also move 
from the courthouse the offices of the auditor, re¬ 
view board, building and zoning departments, 
county clerk, county treasurer, mapping and plat¬ 
ting staff, recorder of deeds, veterans' assistance 
clerk and county veterinarian. 

To make the courthouse truly a court build¬ 
ing, rather than the headquarters for elected and 
appointed county officials, may someday make 
-sense. A disadvantage of such a plan at this time, 
however, is that it could encourage over-centralizn- 
tion of circuit court services at the county seat, re¬ 
sulting in insufficient services within the two major 
population renters, the Quad-City and Alton areas.

High School Enrollment 

A senior high school with a 
graduating class of fewer than 
100 is too small to offer a suffi¬ 
ciently diversified curriculum, it 
is contended. Because of drop¬ 
outs. a total high school enroll¬ 
ment of 1500 or more is regarded 
as desirable. 

More than 80% of independent 
school systems outside U. S. met¬ 
ropolitan areas have fewer than 
1500 students. 

Illinois in 1962 had 1540 school 
districts. There are 15 in Madi¬ 
son county and three in the Quad- 
Cities. 

In discu.ssing metropolitan 
areas, the CED said, '‘The be¬ 
wildering multipliclri’ of small, 
piecemeal, duplicative, overlap¬ 
ping jurisdictions cannot cope 
with the staggering difficulties 
encountered In managing mod¬ 
em urban affairs. 

“Tbe fiscal effects of dupli¬ 
cative suburban separatism 
create great dlfficuItJee in pro¬ 
vision of costly central city 
services benefiting the whole 
urbanized area. 

“If local governments are to 
function effectively in metropoli¬ 
tan areas, they must be of suf¬ 
ficient size and authority to plan, 
administer and provide signifi¬ 


cant financial support for solu¬ 
tion to areawide problems.” 

How much effort and how 
much time will be required lo 
modernize county and local gov¬ 
ernments? The CED concedes 
that it may take decades of un¬ 
relenting work. 

It suggests three approaches; 

Citizen Interest, Research 

1. An aroused electorate. 

2. Vigorous privately-financed 
research, especially by metropol¬ 
itan areas, to develop plans for 
performing local functions more 
effectively. 

3. Federal and state conditions 
written into the programs for 
grants-in-aid financial assistance 
to counties and other local units. 
The federal government already 
is doing this, mostly in planning 
stages, in highway, education, 
health and housing grants. 

“Civic leadership of a high 
order,” the CED said, “must 
be exerted to overcome the pre¬ 
dictable resistance of vested 
political Interests. 

“Leadership capabilities are 
found in business circles, labor 
unions, professional ‘associations 
and other groups—in every state 
and* every community. The edu¬ 
cated man has a special moral 
obligation.” 

The report singled out the 
League of Women Voters as an 
organization that could help 
bring about the proposed 
changes.
